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Public transport has never been 

so good, say officials

COUNTY officials today 
(Thursday, October 3rd) 
claimed that South and 
West Dorset residents 
have never had such a 
good transport system. 

Transport initiatives 
have doubled in the last 
ten years with improve¬ 
ments in six key areas - 
cars, park and ride, 
buses, trains, cyclists and 
pedestrians. 

But not everyone is 
convinced and fears have 
been raised about poten¬ 
tial cuts to rural bus sub¬ 
sidies. 

To test how far trans¬ 
port facilities have ad¬ 
vanced over the last 
decade, the View ran a 
test on bus, rail, car and 
bicycle journeys in the 
Weymouth and Dorch¬ 
ester area in tandem with 
county transport experts, 
including business travel 
adviser Chris Hook. 


A county campaign to 
encourage greater public 
transport use and fewer 
car journeys has been 
backed up by millions 
being spent on transport 
improvements, 30 miles 
of traffic free cycle 
routes, town centre cycle 
racks, real time bus stop 
information and car park 
guidance. 

And never has the need 
for an efficient transport 
system been greater after 
it was found that just one 
large Weymouth firm 
generated 60,000 jour¬ 
neys through staff or de¬ 
liveries in a single year. 

Huge benefits have 
come from the £87mil- 
lion Weymouth relief 
road which has slashed 
journey times between 
the two towns while the 
£4.8million Weymouth 
real time information 
system - despite some 


hiccups - is providing 
passengers with up to 
date details on when their 
next bus is due. 

But there have also 
been complaints about 
reduced bus services in 
some areas, such as 
Southill, hitting efforts to 
encourage public trans¬ 
port use which are 
backed by surveys show¬ 
ing buses are only a few 
minutes slower than cars 
for journeys to and from 
Dorchester and Wey¬ 
mouth. 

To test the transport 
system I left home in 
Weymouth on a Wednes¬ 


day morning at 8.30am 
and 13 minutes later 
reached the Stadium 
roundabout by Dorch¬ 
ester Football Club. 


But it then took another 
30 minutes to get into the 
park and ride, pay £1 for 
a ticket, catch a bus and

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Fish return to river thanks to new pass

WEYMOUTH’S River 
Wey is now open for sea 
trout and salmon migration 
every day for the first time 
in a century. 

A new fish pass has been 
created at Westham Bridge 
which means that fish can 
now pass from Weymouth 


Harbour in to the River 
Wey. 

Migration has been made 
possible after work was 
completed to allow one of 


the flood flaps to remain 
open for a short period ei¬ 
ther side of low tide, giving 
sea trout and salmon an op¬ 
portunity to return to the 


nver. 

Roger Genge of the Envi¬ 
ronment Agency said spe¬ 
cialist fisheries consultancy 
Fishtek Consulting had 
done topographic surveys, 
river and tide calculations, 
including a flood risk as¬ 
sessment, to come up with 


Cracking down on street drinking 


A CAMPAIGN to stop sales of 
super-strength beer and cider in 
shops is underway in Weymouth. 

The Reducing the Strength cam¬ 
paign has already seen seven shops 
voluntarily sign up since the scheme 
was first introduced in September. 

The initiative is dedicated to tack¬ 
ling problems that surround street 
drinking in Weymouth which has an 
impact on crime and anti-social be¬ 
haviour. 

It looks to limit the ability of street 
drinkers to buy super-strength beer 
and ciders. 

Super-strength includes any beer 
and ciders with an alcohol volume of 
more than 6.5 per cent that is sold 
cheaply. It does not include premium 
products. 

It has been modelled on the suc¬ 
cessful campaign of the same name 
which was first introduced in Ip¬ 
swich in 2011. 

The campaign is a joint project be¬ 
tween Weymouth and Portland coun¬ 
cil, Dorset Police, Public Health 
Dorset and Dorset County Council’s 


trading standards service. 

It is initially being run across Wey¬ 
mouth town centre and Abbotsbury 
Road. Shops which have signed up 
so far include Bon Bon, Mace, 
Derby Stores, Eats & Drinks, 
Lennox Street Store, Lodmoor Hill 
Post Office and Beals Newsagent. 

The aim is to sign up all supermar¬ 
kets, off-licences and shops that sell 
alcohol in Weymouth to the scheme. 

Weymouth and Portland commu¬ 
nity safety spokesman Councillor 
Geoff Petherick said: “Street drink¬ 
ing and the anti-social behaviour that 
surrounds it is an issue we want to 
tackle in Weymouth. Cheap super¬ 
strength alcoholic drinks have a huge 
negative impact on both the con¬ 
sumer and the wider community. 

“We want to deal with the problem 
at the source by encouraging li¬ 
censees to voluntarily remove all 
super strength beer and cider from 
their premises.” 

Statistics show that there were 385 
incidents of alcohol-related anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour between July 2012 


and July 2013 within the town cen¬ 
tre. 

Dorchester Road’s Beals 
Newsagent owner Tim Beals said: 
“When we sold super-strength ciders 
we would often have problems with 
some of the customers who pur¬ 
chased that sort of drink. They would 
often loiter outside and intimidate 
staff and other customers. 

“Since we stopped selling it our 
client base has improved and my 
staff feel a lot safer.” 

The initiative is part of a wider 
scheme to address issues associated 
with street drinking. 

The second part of this approach 
involves working with local drug and 
alcohol agencies to address the indi¬ 
vidual needs of street drinkers to en¬ 
sure that they receive the appropriate 
treatment and support.

ride it to County Hall, a journey some passengers felt 
they might walk or cycle next time. 

However, money talks and figures show commuters 
from Weymouth to Dorchester will pay £720 annually for 
a town centre car park place but only about £120 if they 
use park and ride, a saving of £600, while Dorchester 
commuters to Weymouth will pay £535 for town centre 
parking but only £200 for park and ride, a saving of £335 
over the same period. 

Chris and I rode electric bikes from County Hall to 
Dorchester South railway station, caught a train and ten 
minutes later were in Weymouth. We then rode round var¬ 
ious cycle routes including Radipole Lake, Granby Way, 
The Marsh and Radipole Park Drive before I caught a No 
10 bus back to County Hall in 27 minutes. Chris cycled 
back and was only a few minutes slower than the bus. 

This trial of potential commuter routes and how differ¬ 
ent options are available to suit different lifestyles showed 
just how vital such facilities are for 800 plus employees 
from Weymouth who comprise 40 percent of the 2,000 
workforce at County Hall. 

However, the future of bus services is still under debate 
with Dorset County Council saying it is revamping sub¬ 
sidized bus services in 2014 in a bid to deliver better value 
for money. 

The new arrangements include withdrawing rural serv¬ 
ices that cost the authority over £5 per passenger and 
urban services with subsidies over £3 per person. 

County Cabinet Environment spokesman Hilary Cox 
said: “Following a recent consultation the Cabinet will re¬ 
ceive a report that summarises the content of responses, 
supported by petitions, letters from councillors and organ¬ 
isations asking for certain routes to be retained.” 

But Weymouth and Portland transport spokesman 
Councillor Christine James repeated bus service concerns 
and said: “We do have the makings of a good transport 
system now, but unless good bus services are an integral 
part of that system then we still have a long way to go. 

“I think it is excellent that we have done so much for 
cycling and I think the relief road has really improved 
communications. 

“Park and ride has to be encouraged and we perhaps 


need to extend its hours. Maybe the county council could 
help with that.” 

Hilary Cox was at pains to underline the “considerable 
investment” which had been made in Weymouth’s trans¬ 
port network. 

She said: “It has really widened the range of travel op¬ 
tions for people getting to work, school or for leisure. 

“The area now has a fantastic network of cycle routes 
and excellent public transport links, helping to support 
economic growth, cut congestion and reduce air pollution 
from carbon emissions.” 

Whatever the future holds, the current new transport sys¬ 
tem tries to be all things to all men - and women - with 
cost a clear factor to consider.

the right design. 

This had to take into ac¬ 
count flood risk concerns to 
properties in the Commer¬ 
cial Road area, agency and 
council concerns about in¬ 
creased water levels at a 
nearby restaurant and 
RSPB concerns about salt 
water getting into Radipole 
Lake. 

Mr Genge said: “The re¬ 
port also had to calculate 
the size of the “spring re¬ 
tarder” that was the recom¬ 
mended preferred option to 
hold the flood flap open. 

“The retarder holds the 
flap open at 300mm for a 
short period either side of 
the rising and falling tides 
and closes when equilib¬ 
rium water pressure is 
reached. It cost £5,000 to 
make the retarder and 
£5,000 to install it. 

“On the very first day two 
large mullet were observed 
gracefully passing up 
through the flap and into 
the lake. Mullet can use 
fresh and salt water envi¬ 
ronments. 

“The target species are 
sea trout and, hopefully, 
salmon. Sea trout have 
been observed trying to get 


into the river system - and 
failing - since early June. 

“We would expect to see 
pairs of sea trout entering 
the system from July to the 
end of October each year. 
In a dry year like this year 
it’s virtually impossible for 
them to get into the system 
without the fish pass. They 
then return to sea in late 
December. 

Monitoring is normally 
carried out by installing un¬ 
derwater cameras, but there 
is no money to do this and 
Mr Genge plans to do it vi¬ 
sually by making random 
visits to the bridge for an 
hour or so. Anyone inter¬ 
ested in helping can contact 
him at roger.genge@envi- 
ronmentagency.gov.uk. 

Mr Genge said: “Fortu¬ 
nately enough sea trout 
have been getting into the 
system to keep the desire to 
spawn in the river alive. 
Also river brown trout and 
sea trout are the same 
species. 

“Genetically 90 percent 
of river brown trout fish fry 
stay in the river but impor¬ 
tantly 10 percent go to sea, 
providing the desire to re¬ 
turn. With sea trout 90 per¬ 


cent of their fry return to 
sea while the other 10 per¬ 
cent stay in the river sys¬ 
tem. Fish also make 
mistakes and the hope is 
that sooner or later a pair of 
salmon will make that mis¬ 
take and we will see a re¬ 
turn of them. 

“There are lots of regula¬ 
tions, byelaw protecting 
fish species spawning peri¬ 
ods. This is a particular 
problem for me at the mo¬ 
ment as in Bridport and 


Weymouth there is illegal 
fishing being carried out, 
removing fish by netting, 
fishing for them outside of 
the correct season and also 
a method of “foul hooking” 
where the fish are caught 
by jerking a treble hook de¬ 
vice into the side or tail of 
the fish. 

“The Salmon and Fresh¬ 
water Fisheries Act and the 
new Marine Act are the 
pieces of legislation that 
help to protect the fish.”

Mood boards - save you time, money & your sanity! 



HOW DOES A MOOD BOARD WORK? 

A moodboard is a representation of all 
that you want to use for your colour 
scheme. Interior designers create them 
when they're planning new looks, and 
it's a method that will help you, too. By 
combining your proposed paint colour, 
samples of wallpapers, fabrics and floor¬ 
ing, and pictures of furniture and acces¬ 
sories, you can see the elements of your 
room in one place, try out alternatives, 
and check your favourites all work to¬ 
gether perfectly. 

HOWTO MAKE A MOOD BOARD 

To create your moodboard, you'll need 
to start with a plain piece of board - A3 
is perfect, and bigger if you prefer. Then 
collect examples of everything you 
might want to use in the room. Buy 
tester pots for paints, and get samples 
of wallpaper, fabrics and carpet or other 
flooring from suppliers. When it comes 
to furniture and accessories, cut out pic¬ 
tures from magazines and catalogues. 
You might want to take your own pho¬ 
tos, too, of items you see and like, as 
well as of the parts of your existing 
room that you're keep. 


Helpful little tips! 

KEEP NOTES AS YOU SHOP: It's a good idea to 
make a note on the back of the paint color cards, 
telling yourself the name of the store where you 
picked it up, and the paint brand whenever this 
information isn't printed there already. Since 
most home centers and hardware stores carry 
more than one brand of paint, you may discover 
the perfect color, and then find you can't remem¬ 
ber where you got the sample! Then you'll have 
to start over. Ugh! 

SHED A LITTLE LIGHT: The best way to get a 
true view of a paint color is to look at it in many 
lights. Take the paint chip outside to see it 
in natural light. Look at in under an incan¬ 
descent and fluorescent light. Best yet, take 
the paint chip, fabrics, and accessories to 
the room in which they'll live. Check out the 
colors there. 

LOOK UPTO THE CEILING: Light colors are 
usualy most pleasing for a ceiling, because 
ceilings are seen in shadow. If you'd like the 
ceiling to match the wall color, buy ceiling 
paint one or two shades lighter than the 
wall color (on its color chip). Or, dilute your 
wall color with white paint in a ratio of 25% 
color to 75% white. 

PICKING A SOFA: A sofa is one of the most 
important furniture purchases for your 


home, so before you buy a sofa make sure you 
are getting one that fits your needs. 

A sofa that is perfect for your living room could 
be a terrible idea for your family room. First fig¬ 
ure out how you want to use your sofa and who 
will be using it. Determine whether your sofa is 
a good fit for your space, and since there are 
sofas to fit any style of room, look for one that 
satisfies your own personal sense of style. The 
fabric you select for your sofa contributes im¬ 
mensely to its usability and beauty. 

Just as when you buy any furniture, you should 
be confident that you are buying the best quality 
sofa for your budget, and that it offers you the 
comfort you need from it.

“RSPCA Freedom 

Food is better as ensures 
greater space and bed¬ 
ding materials are pro¬ 
vided, but the Soil 
Association Organic 
Standard currently has by 
far the highest welfare 
standards. We have Good 
Food Shopping Guides 
available to pick up at all 
our events to help people 
know what the labels 
mean.” 

Anna added: “We 
would love to hear from 
anyone who does want to

Burma comes to Lyme Regis 



NORTHERN International Theatre 
brings a compelling performance 
to Lyme's Marine Theatre on Fri¬ 
day, October 18th. 

The Burma Play, a comedy of 
terror'is a humorous, politically- 
sharp two-hander with original 
live music. Virtuoso performances 
run through the years of empire 
and dictatorship towards the cur¬ 
rent hopes and fears of the 
Burmese people. 

A popular entertainer struggles 
to restore his damaged memory 
by going over his life and times.

Lecture at Dorset County Museum 

Alfred Russel Wallace and Natural Selection by Dr Peter Raby 


ALFRED Russel Wallace was one of the late nine¬ 
teenth century's most outstanding scientific 
thinkers. He is probably best known as the co-dis- 
coverer (with Charles Darwin) of the principle of nat¬ 
ural selection but he also made significant 
contributions in many other fields and founded the 
discipline of biogeography. Followers of Wallace still 
regard him as the pre-eminent field biologist, collec¬ 
tor and naturalist of tropical regions - he collected 
over 125,000 natural history specimens in SE Asia 
alone. 

However, his work in 
many areas is not well 
known even today and 
his significant achieve¬ 
ments remain poorly 
recognised. In his talk, 

Dr Peter Raby of Home- 
rton College, Cam¬ 
bridge, who wrote a 
biography of Wallace in 
2001, will seek to re¬ 
dress the balance. He 
will describe how Wal¬ 
lace wrote to Charles 
Darwin excitedly outlin¬ 
ing his new theory of 
natural selection, throw¬ 
ing Darwin into a panic. 

Just two weeks later 
Darwin's outline and 
Wallace's paper were 
jointly presented in Lon¬ 
don. The following year 
Darwin, using much of 
the material from Wal¬ 
lace's meticulous re¬ 
search, published On 
the Origin of Species to 
wide acclaim. Wallace, 
meanwhile, was still on 
the other side of the 
world - his crucial contri¬ 
bution to the work 
largely overlooked. 

Dr Raby'stalk, The Man 


who Selected Darwin, complements the Museum's 
current exhibition Alfred Russel Wallace: A Cente¬ 
nary Celebration which provides a rare opportunity 
to see its entire collection of brightly coloured bird 
skins from Wallace's Malay Archipelago trip in 1854- 
1855. Dr Raby has also written widely on drama and 
the theatre and is the editor of the Cambridge Com¬ 
panions to Oscar Wilde and Harold Pinter. 

The lecture takes place at 7.30pm on Wednesday, 
October 23rd. Entry is free and the doors are open 
from 7pm.

CHAUFFEUR company Tristar Worldwide 
has taken delivery of three Volvo V60 plug¬ 
in hybrids to trial as part of the Energy Sav¬ 
ing Trust's Plugged-ln Fleet Initiative (PIFI). 

The vehicles will be with Tristar for six to 
eight months covering over 20,000 miles 
each. Initially placed with key decision mak¬ 
ers at Tristar, the vehicles will then be rolled 
out to chauffeurs to fully assess the opera¬ 
tional benefits of a Plug-in Hybrid. 

The V60 Plug-in Hybrid works by the front

Funded by the Department for Transport 
and Transport for London, PIFI aims to 
demonstrate where plug-in vehicles can 
work practically to fulfil and maximise busi¬ 
ness needs, show where the vehicles work 
economically and provide vital insights into 
the fleet plug in vehicle market. 

Chosen as part of 20 participating fleets in 
the initiative including Network Rail and the 
Environment Agency, Tristar's trial is aimed 
at helping explore if the currently used 
Volvo diesels could be replaced with Plug¬ 
in Hybrids. 

Throughout the course of the trial Tristar 


will monitor running costs, mileage data 
and overall driver and customer feedback 
before compiling a final PIFI report at the 
trial's conclusion.

The company is also investing heavily in its home market 
to support its position in Europe. In 2012 alone, the com¬ 
pany's fixed asset investments increased by around 45% to 
a record €832 million.The vast majority of this was allotted 
to investments in the Czech Republic. 

The main production plant in Mlada Boleslav has been 
extensively modernized and expanded to accommodate 
production of the SKODA Rapid and Rapid Spaceback, plus 
the new SKODA Octavia. The Technology & Development 
Centre in nearby Cesana is currently being extended. 
Around €34 million has been invested in construction of a 
new Powertrain Centre alone. 

The importance of SKODA for the Czech economy is re¬ 
flected in the numerous awards is has received. This year, 
the manufacturer won the'Czech Top 100'competition for 
the 16th time. Victory in the individual category of'Most 
Admired Company' also went to SKODA.

Mitsubishi Motors 40 years in 
Europe: The reference market 


THIS month will mark the start of a milestone year for 
Mitsubishi Motors Corporation (MMC) as it is about to 
celebrate forty years of non-stop presence in the most 
strategic European market, from its first official display 
at the London Motor Show in October 1974 to the 
launch of the pioneering Outlander PHEV from late 
2013 onwards. 

Mitsubishi Goes International 

Even though small numbers of Mitsubishi vehicles 
were already present in a few selected European 
countries, namely Spain (1956) and Greece (1962), 
Mitsubishi's own corporate export move to Europe 
came as a result of a unique agreement in February 
1970 between Mitsubishi Heavy Industries Co. (MHI) 
and Chrysler Corporation whereby MHI would 1) spin 
off its already existing auto division and 2) join forces 
with Chrysler to create "Mitsubishi Motors Corpora¬ 
tion" (MMC). 

In May 1971, a further deal between Mitsubishi Mo¬ 
tors Corporation and Chrysler International S.A. in¬ 
cluded the distribution of Mitsubishi vehicles through 
the global Chrysler International dealer network, ex¬ 
cept for Japan, the United States and Canada. 

In a separate move, MMC became a joint company, 
shared by MHI (85%) and Chrysler Corporation (15%) 
from September 1971. 

1974 London Motor Show 

However, restricted by the terms of this agreement, 


Mitsubishi Motors sales remained very limited in Eu¬ 
rope (4,861 units in total between 1971 and 1975) at 
a time sales of other Japanese brands soared, increas¬ 
ing from 16,458 units in 1965 to 126,275 units in 1970, 
to reach 528,486 units in 1975. 

Eventually, in 1974, MMC and Chrysler International 
reached an agreement allowing MMC to develop its 
own sales & marketing activities in Europe. 

From thereon, distribution rights were granted to in¬ 
dependent companies, first in Belgium & Luxemburg 
(August 1974), followed within a few weeks by the 
Netherlands and then the United Kingdom, the coun¬ 
try where Mitsubishi Motors is officially launched in 
Europe at the London Motor Show in October. 

Lancer and Galant are both introduced at that mile¬ 
stone motor show and then made available to the Eu¬ 
ropean public from 1975 in those three countries, 
after similar successful unveilings at the Brussels 
Motor Show and the Amsterdam Motor Show (Au- 
toRAI). 

The rest of Europe will follow in due course, whether 
open to Japanese imports (e.g. Germany in 1977) or 
restricted by quotas (e.g. France in 1978). In the 
meantime, the agreement with Chrysler International 
had reached an end in August 1982, whilst MMC had 
already established a first liaison office in Rotterdam 
in 1977, the forerunner of today's Mitsubishi Motors 
Europe B.V. still based in the Netherlands.
